REPORT OF THE JURY - BY SETH TALCOTT 


THE JURY TOOK THE VIEW THAT THE BEST SOLUTIONS WOULD HAVE THREE-FOLD MERIT, 
GOOD SITE PLANS, WELL DESIGNED COMMUNITY BUILDINGS, AND STUDIED CABIN PLANS, 


THEY FAVORED SOLUTIONS WHICH WERE FRANKLY DESIGNED FOR THE STEEP SLOPING 
GROUND, THOUGH THEY ADMITTED THAT 1T WAS POSSIBLE TO LEVEL OFF A SITE FOR ANY , 
ONE OF THE BUILDINGS. MANY OF THE CONTESTANTS PUT IN A FEW RISERS, BUT NOT 
NEARLY ENOUGH TO STEP THE ROOMS UP TO MEET THE EXISTING GROUND LEVELS. 


AS TO GENERAL ARRANGEMENT OF BUILDINGS, PLANS WHICH WERE INFORMAL WERE 
JUDGED TO BE BETTER SUITED TO THE PROGRAM THAN THOSE IN WHICH THE UNITS WERE 
REGIMENTED LIKE BARRACKS. 


THE SAME WAS TRUE OF THE CHARACTER OF THE ELEVATIONS, INFORMAL, WOODSY, 
EASY-TO-BUILD UNITS WERE PREFERRED TO BUILDINGS WHICH LOOKED LIKE BOATHOUSES, 
SCHOOLS OR INSTITUTIONS, | 


SOME OF THE COTTAGES WERE OUT OF SCALE, SOME DIO NOT PERMIT ASSEMBLY 
AROUND THE FIREPLACE. THE BEST DESIGNED ONES HAD WORKABLE PLANS, ALLOWED 
PLENTY OF AIR BUT PROVIDED PROTECTION FROM RAIN WATER AND DAMPNESS, 


THE PROGRAM ASKED FOR INFORMAL, OUT-OF-DOORS CHARACTER, AND A FEELING 
OF SPACIOUSNESS, THESE WORDS WERE LIBERALLY INTERPRETED. 11 WAS FELT THAT A 
COMMUNITY BUILDING COULD HARDLY BE TOO OPEN, PROVIDED IT WAS POSSIBLE TO 
SCREEN THE VARIOUS OPENINGS. HOWEVER; 47 WAS THOUGHT THAT AT LEAST ONE ROOM 
SHOULD BE CAPABLE OF BEING CLOSED ON RAINY DAYS. 


THE JURY PAID A GOOD DEAL OF ATTENTION TO THE STRUCTURAL _ ADEQUACY OF THE 
PROBLEMS, #N SOME CASES, THE FREEDOM OF THE DESIGNS WAS SO GREAT THAT THERE 
WAS A REAL QUESTION AS TO WHETHER THE BUILDINGS COULD BE ROOFED, A BUILDING 
THAT WAS STRUCTURALLY UNSOUND WAS NOT SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED, NO MATTER HOW 
APPEALING IT APPEARED TO BE. ‘ 


THE DETAILS OF SOME OF THE COMMUNI TY BUILDINGS WERE INSUFFICIENTLY

Because of the danger of enemy attack by air, an 


industrial town with a population of 15,000, having several 


essential war plants, intends to evacuate its non-working 


population of women and children for the duration of the 


war. The office of Civilian Defense has ordered the 
construction of a camp 25 miles away from the town. 
Approximately 600 mothers with an average of two 
children each, have to be housed in barrack-like buildings 
of temporary construction. The local office of Civilian 
Defense has asked several architects to submit com- 
petitive ideas for the design of this camp, same to be 


_ discussed with the officers of the local defense council. 


The submissions are to be in sketch form. The plans as 
required below, may be drawn freehand, yet they are to 


~ express all essential ideas for discussion with the officials. 


The site is along a major highway. (See site plan.) 
The land is slightly sloping to the east and west, and 
beautifully wooded. The timber stand is to be conserved 
as much as possible.

The problem calls for the design of a number of build- 
ings containing units for families (mother and children) 
and necessary utility arrangements.

Due to war conditions, an important American manu- 
facturing firm has been cut off from its former foreign 
source of supply of a critical ore required for its manu- 
factured product. 

A survey of our hitherto neglected domestic ore de- 
posits having disclosed an abundant supply of the needed 
ore in the Adirondack section of New York State, the 
manufacturer has purchased extensive holdings which he 
now proposes to develop to meet his needs. 

As this property is located some twenty miles from 
the nearest rail head, it will be necessary to provide for 
a complete self-contained community to care for the 
workmen, their families and the managing executive staff. 

The architectural problem consists of the planning of 
such a community, which will include facilities for mining, 
for housing, schools, shopping and recreational activities 
of the workmen, their families and other employees. 

Food and all other supplies, as well as the ore output 
(processed elsewhere) will be handled by motor truck to 
and from the main line of the railroad, twenty miles 
distant. 

The property adjoins a lake, and its dimensions, 
boundaries and topography are shown on the accompany- 
plot plan. It is to be assumed that the mining structures 
are to be built as indicated on the plan.

REPORT OF THE JURY - BY WALTER F. BOGNER : 


THE FOUR ILLUSTRATIONS WHICH ACCOMPANY THIS CRITICISM SHOW DESIGN'S WHICH 
DISTINGUISHED THEMSELVES ABOVE THE GREATLY VARtED AND OFTEN CONFUSED ATTEMPTS TO 
FIND A SOLUTION OF THIS DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


THE PROGRAM WAS UNUSUALLY GOOD {N THAT AT THIS TIME OF REALISM, A DESIGN 
DEMANDING SPIRITUAL QUALITY ADOS VARIETY AND BROADNESS TO THE PREPARATION OF 
ARCHITECTS. IT REQUIRED OF THE STUDENT AN EFFORT TO BE BOTH IMAGINATIVE AND 
CREATIVE. THE RELIGIOUS QUALITY WHICH THE DESIGN HAD TO PORTRAY 1S USUALLY 
ESTABLISHED IN THE MINDS OF THE CASUAL OBSERVER THROUGH HIS ASSOCIATION OF CHURCH 
ARCHITECTURE WITH THE BUILDINGS OF GOTHIC, RENAISSANCE, OR COLONIAL STYLE. THE 
EFFORT OF THE STUDENTS TO FIND A MODERN EXPRESSION FOR CHURCH DESIGN WAS SHOWN 
ON PRACTICALLY ALL PROBLEMS. EVEN THOUGH SUCCESSFUL IN ONLY A FEW CASES IT WAS 
A PRA!ISEWORTHY ATTEMPT, THE INVENTION OF A NEW FORM OF RELIGIOUS ARCHITECTURE 
1S A VERY DIFFICULT TASK ESPECIALLY WHEN COUPLED WITH THE LIMITATIONS SET BY 
THE PROGRAM THAT THE BUILDING HAD TO BE CONSTRUCTED OF NONCRITICAL MATERIALS AND 
AS A TEMPORARY OR SIMI-PERMANENT BUILOING. WHENEVER DESIGNERS ATTEMPTED TO 
CREATE THIS FORM PURELY FOR THE SAKE OF NOVELTY, THE RESULT WAS ALWAYS UNSUCCESS=~ 
FUL, THERE 1S STILL A GREAT CONFUSION IN THE MINDS OF MANY ARCHITECTS AS TO THE 
MEANING OF THE MODERN MOVEMENT. EVERY YOUNG DESIGNER SHOULD REALIZE 8Y NOW THAT 
"MODERNISTIC" ARCHITECTURE WHICH APPLIES BIZARRE FORMS WITHOUT FUNCTIONAL OR 
STRUCTURAL MEANING HAS NO FURTHER JUSTIFICATION FOR ITS EXISTENCE. 


THE PURPOSE OF THIS EXERCISE WAS TO STUDY AND !LLUSTRATE THE DESIGN OF AN 
ARMY CHAPEL “OF STANDARD DESIGN AND REGARDED AS TEMPORARY OR SEMI-PERMANENT 
BUILDING."» THE GENERAL CONDITIONS OF THE PROGRAM DID NOT PERMIT THE USE OF 
RELIGIOUS SYMBOLS OR A CROSS TO INDICATE A "CHURCHLY CHARACTER", THE DESIGN HAD 
TO BE SUITABLE TO HOT AND COLD CLIMATES. THE ECONOMY IN THE USE OF MATERIALS 
WAS MADE MANDATORY. WOOD CONSTRUCTION WAS RECOMMENDED AND THE PROGRAM CAUTIONED 
AGAINST COMPLEXITY IN THE GENERAL SCHEME AND DETAIL. TOO MANY OF THE DESIGNERS, 
CERTAINLY ALL WHO RECEIVED FAILURES, PAID NO ATTENTION TO THESE STIPULATIONS, 
THE JURY REWARDED WITH MENTIONS ALL EFFORTS HOWEVER HUMBLE WHICH COMPLIED WITH 
THESE AFOREMENTIONED POINTS OF THE PROGRAM. 


IT WAS ALSO DEEMED ESSENTIAL FOR A MENTION OR BETTER MARK THAT THE DESIGN 
SUBMITTED SHOULD AT LEAST SUGGEST A RELIGIOUS CHARACTER. IT WAS ASTONISHING, TO 
ME AT LEAST WHO HAVE NOT SEEN MANY B.A.1.D. PROBLEMS RECENTLY, HOW LITTLE 
ATTENTION WAS PAID TO CORRECTNESS IN THE REPRESENTATION OF A BUILDING. IN A 
NUMBER OF PROBLEMS PLANS DID NOT AGREE WITH ELEVATIONS, THERE WAS NO ATTENTION 
PAID TO WHAT THE PARTS OF THE BUILDING WOULD LOOK LIKE THAT DIO NOT APPEAR ON 
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ERRORS. Pin wernt, ‘SUCH AS STAIRS withouT. HEADROOM eTC,, | WERE MADE. 


WHICH 1S SHOWN ON SHEET 1. IT WAS THE MOST COMPLETE AND SUCCESSFUL STUDY SUB- 


si teal, 


ABILITY OF AN ARCHITECT AND HIS SERVICES WOULD CERTAINLY BE MORE VALUED BY 7 
SOCIETY IF HIS ABILITY TO DESIGN COINCIDED WITH AN UNDERSTANOING OF ESSENTIAL : 
PRACTICAL CONSIDERATIONS IN BUILDING. ‘ 
- 

THE BEST DESIGN WAS THAT SUBMITTED BY t.J.MAITIN, UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, ] 
MITTED AND WAS AWARDED FIRST MENTION PLACE. THE STRUCTURAL DETAILS WHICH WERE 
VOLUNTARILY ADDED TO THE DRAWING SHOWED THE STUDENT'S CONCERN WITH THE REALISTIC 
ASPECTS OF ARCHITECTURE ANO HIS EFFORT TO COMPLY WITH THE CONDITIONS OF THE 
PROGRAM. HE ALSO SUPPLEMENTED HIS DRAWING WITH COLORED SKETCHES SHOWING HOW HIS 
BUILDING, IF PAINTED RED FOR THE NORTH COUNTRY AND TREATED IN COOL COLORS FOR 
SUNNY COUNTRIES, MET ANOTHER CONDITION OF THE PROGRAM. ABOVE ALL, HIS DESIGN 
WAS SIMPLE SO THAT THROUGH ITS SINCERITY AND THROUGH ITS ABSENCE FROM FALSEHOODS 
1T OBTAINED THE BASIC ESSENTIALS TO RELIGIOUS CHARACTER. 


THE ILLUSTRATION, NUMBER 2, SHOWS THE DESIGN OF W.C.MUCHOW, UNIVERSITY OF 
ILLINOIS, WITH AN ARCHED ROOF, THE JURY IN AWARDING IT FIRST MENTION PLACED 
AND CONSIDERING 1T SECOND BEST, FELT THAT THIS FEATURE WAS WELL IN KEEPING WITH 
THE ARCHED ROOF CONSTRUCTION USED IN ONE POPULAR TYPE OF BARRACK. IT ALSO 
BELIEVED THAT THE INTER1OR RESULTING FROM SUCH A DESIGN COULD BRING OUT THAT 
RELIGIOUS CHARACTER DEMANDED BY THE PROGRAM, HOWEVER CRITICISM WAS EXPRESSED 
OVER THE RATHER MEANINGLESS DECORATIVE ENTRANCE MOTIF WHICH MAY HAVE SOME JUSTI-~ 
FICATION IN AN EXPOSITION BUILDING BUT CERTAINLY NOT WHERE A SINCERITY OF PURPOSE 
IN KEEPING WITH RELIGIOUS ARCHITECTURE 1S ESSENTIAL. THE PLAN OF THIS BUILDING 
1S SIMILAR TO THE ONE PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED AND WITH SOME FEATURES OF FLEXIBILITY 
WHICH WOULD IMPROVE THE SECTION OF THE BUILDING DEVOTED TO THE CONSULTATION ROOM, 
CLASSROOMS, AND SERVICE ELEMENTS, 


ILLUSTRATION NUMBER 3, THE DESIGN OF W.R,PESCI, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, 
FIRST MENTION, OBTAINED THE EXPRESSION OF THE CHARACTER OF WOODEN CHURCH ARCHI- 
TECTURE. IT USED FOR ITS EMBELLISHMENT A RATHER SIMPLE DIGNIFIED PORCH MOTIF 
AND, WITH LESS SUCCESS, A GABLE BROKEN BY A BAY WINDOW AND CUPOLA. THE PLAN 
WAS FAIRLY TYPIGAL OF MANY DESIGNS SUBMITTED, THE ELL=SHAPED ARRANGEMENT SUG~ 
GESTED ITSELF 1N THE PROGRAM THROUGH THE MENTION OF A GARDEN AREA. HERE ONE 
FEELS THAT THE DESIGNER HAS TAKEN GOOD ADVANTAGE OF THE USE OF THE OUTDOOR AREA, 
NOT ONLY AS A PLEASANT PLACE TO ATTRACT ARMY PERSONEL BUT ALSO AS AN AREA WHICH 
MIGHT SERVE AS AN EXTENSION TO THE NAVE OF THE CHURCH. (IT 1S UNFORTUNATELY 
NOT OBVIOUS FROM THE PLAN OR THE PERSPECTIVE HOW THE CHURCH 1S CLOSED ON THE 
GARDEN SIDE.) 


IT 1S REGRETTED THAT {7 WAS !MPOSSIBLE TO ILLUSTRATE ALL THE FIRST MENTIONS, 
THE DESIGN OF W.B.SAYRE, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, WAS A GOOD ATTEMPT TO CREATE A 
CHURCH OF MODERN CHARACTER THROUGH THE FLAT ROOF AND A GLASS SIDE WALL. THE 
USE OF CURTAINS TO CONTROL THE LIGHT AND TO TAKE AWAY FROM THE HARSHNESS OF THE 
INTERIOR WAS PRAISED BY THE JURY. THE ENTRANCE WALL RELIED ON A LOUVERED WINDOW 
AND A FLAT ROOFED VESTIBULE WING ELABORATED BY MOTIFS OUT OF KEEPING WITH THE 
SIMPLICITY AND OIRECTNESS OF THE SIDE WALL TREATMENT. 


THE PROBLEM BY D. KNORR, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, AKSO RELIED ON THE FLAT 
“ROOF CHARACTER OF MODERN DESIGN FOR ITS ARCHITECTURAL EXPRESSION, ALL OF THE 
WINDOWS OF THE ge hotbed WERE KEPT LOW SO THAT THEY COULD FORM A CONTINUOUS BAND 
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POR BOTH THE CLASSROOM WING AND CHURCH. ‘THIS DESIGN AGAIN ADDED A PROMINENT say 
DECORATIVE MOTIF FOR RELIGIOUS EFFECT, HERE IT WAS A BELFRY IN A FORM OF A TALL 
RECTANGULAR FRAMEWORK, 


THE DESIGN BY J.J.DERKS, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, RELIED ON A GLASS FRONT 


AND FLAT ARCHED TRUSSES FOR ITS VISUAL FORM. IT HAD A WING ON THE FRONT OF THE 


CHURCH COVERED BY AN OVERHANGING FLAT ROOF, THE COMBINATION OF THE EFFECT OF 


THE ROOFED PLATFORM CREATED BY THE LOW WING AND THE GLASS FRONT GAVE THE BUILDING — 


MORE OF A UTILITARIAN THAN OF A RELIGIOUS QUALITY. THE JUSTIFICATION FOR A GLASS 


“FRONT WAS HARD TO FIND AND THE MIND INTERPRETED THE ROOFED PLATFORM MORE AS A 


PART OF A BUS STATION OR TRANSPORTATION BUILDING THAN OF A CHURCH, 


JHE DESIGN OF H,E.SCHROEDER, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, SHOWED A BUILDING WITH 
A SHED ROOF AND A LOW WING IN THE BACK. IT HAD A VERY PLEASANT COURTYARD WITH 
SIDE ENTRANCES TO THE CHURCH FROM THE COURT ON ONE SIDE AND A COVERED PORCH ON 
THE OTHER. IN DESIGN IT WAS PLEASANT AND IN GOOD CHARACTER. THE LOW PARTS OF 
THE BUILDING, PARTICULARLY ALONG THE SIDE OF THE CHURCH, WERE NOT SUFFICIENTLY 
WELL DEVELOPED TO OVERCOME A CERTAIN STUNTED EFFECT. 


ILLUSTRATION NUMBER 4 SHOWS THE DESIGN OF G.TWICHELL, PENNSYLVANIA STATE 
COLLEGE, WHICH WAS AWARDED ONLY A MENTION. IT WAS STRONGLY ADVOCATED FOR A 
HIGHER AWARD WHICH IT COULD UNFORTUNATELY NOT RECEIVE BECAUSE THE SIDE AISLES OF 
THE CHURCH AND THE CLASSROOMS WERE IN SUCH BAD SCALE THAT THEY WERE UNSUITABLE 
FOR GOOD USAGE. THE INTEREST IN THIS DESIGN RESTED ON THE FACT THAT THE STUDENT 
TRIED POSSIBLY MORE SO THAN ANY OTHER TO ACHIEVE A GOOD DESIGN OUT OF A PURE 
JUXTAPOSITION OF THE TWO MAIN BUILDING MASSES OF THE PROGRAM, IN EVERY DESIGN 
PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED THERE WAS EI THER A PORCH OR A DECORATIVE ENTRANCE MOTIF OR 
SOME OTHER ORNAMENTAL FEATURE USED TO INTRODUCE THE RELIGIOUS CHARACTER, HERE 
A LAUDABLE ATTEMPT WAS MADE TO OBTAIN THE RELIGIOUS CHARACTER FROM THE GOTHIC 
ARCHED RIBBED ROOF OF THE NAVE. 


ANOTHER DESIGN WHICH CARRIED A BELL ON A SIMPLE POST FRAME IN FRONT OF A 
RED BUILDING MASS OF GOOD PROPORTIONS WAS PROPOSED FOR A FIRST MENTION, {T WAS 
ANOTHER CASE WHERE THE STUDENT HAD TRIED FOR RELIGIOUS EXPRESSION THROUGH THE 
CREATION OF A SIMPLE UNADULTERATED FORM FOR HIS BUILDING. THERE WAS A MISTAKE 
1N THE TREATMENT OF THE PLAN WHICH PREVENTED HIM FROM OBTAINING THE HIGHER AWARD. 


IN GENERAL THE JURY WAS LENIENT WITH MINOR DEFECTS BUT IT WAS FELT THAT IF 
THE ENTRANCE VESTIBULE TO A CHURCH SHOULD BE A DISAPPOINTMENT TO ONE ENTERING A 
BUILDING HANDSOME ON THE EXTERIOR, SUCH A DEFECT WAS NOT CONSIDERED GOOD 
ARCHITECTURE. 


By AND LARGE, MOST OF THE DRAWINGS NOT RECEIVING ABOVE A MENTION, SUFFERED 
ASIDE FROM THEIR LACK OF RELIGIOUS CHARACTER, THROUGH WEAKNESSES IN PLANNING, 
ABSENCE OF ATTENTION TO THE STRUCTURAL CONSIDERATIONS OR THROUGH APPLIED MOTIFS 
WHICH WERE NOT JUSTIFIABLE IN THE SINCERITY OF EXPRESSION DEMANDED OF RELIGIOUS 
ARCHITECTURE. CHECKS WERE GIVEN TO DESIGNS WHICH DID NOT ANSWER THE REQUIREMENTS 


OF THE PROGRAM OR WERE CONFUSED IN THEIR APPROACH TO THE DESIGN. 


IT SEEMED STRANGE THAT A PROGRAM AS CLEARLY WRITTEN AS THE ONE AT THE BASIS 
OF THIS PROBLEM SHOULD HAVE BROUGHT FORTH SUCH A VARIETY OF MISUNDERSTANDINGS 
AS THE WORK PORTRAYED BY THE POORER DESIGNS. tT SHOWED THAT THERE 1S STILL TOO

IN JUDGING THE SKETCHES IT WAS QUITE EVIDENT TO THE JURY THAT THE MAJORITY 
* OF STUDENTS DID NOT ACQUAINT THEMSELVES WITH THE FUNCTIONING OF AN ARMY POST 
ss EXCHANGE. THE PROGRAM IN THIS RESPECT WAS CLEAR ANO HAD A VISIT BEEN MADE BY 
| THE STUDENTS TO ANY ARMY POST EXCHANGE, OF WHICH THERE ARE MANY AVAILABLE, 
RESULTS AS A WHOLE PROBABLY WOULD HAVE BEEN MORE SATISFACTORY. 


; THE STUDENTS WOULD HAVE BY OBSERVATION, RESEARCH AND CAREFUL READING OF THE 
PROGRAM GRASPED THE §!DEA THAT AN ARMY POST EXCHANGE IS A SERVICE BUILDING FOR 
THE SOLDIERS, OR IN OTHER WORDS A COMMUNITY STORE, WITH A DRINK DISPENSING AND 
EATING PLACE AS AN INTEGRAL PART, tT REQUIRES NO ADVERTISING OR QUEER UNDIGESTED 
FORMS IN ITS PLAN OR STRUCTURE TO ATTRACT ATTENTION. EVERY SOLDIER ON THE POST 
KNOWS 1T 1S THERE AND FOR WHAT tT 1S USED, THE PROGRAM ASKED THAT THE CONSTRUC~ 
TION BE OF TEMPORARY ‘MATERIALS. COMMON SENSE SHOULD HAVE GOVERNED THE THINKING 
OF THE STUDENTS THAT TEMPORARY MATERIAL IN ANY ARMY CONSTRUCTION MEANS STRAIGHT- 
FORWARD PLANNING, SIMPLE DESIGN, NO TRICKS OR GADGETS WHICH INVOLVE PROBLEMS IN 
OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE, 


MANY OF THE DESIGNS HAD THE VARIOUS PLAN ELEMENTS ARRANGED BADLY, LITTLE 
THOUGHT WAS GIVEN TO THE USES AND S!#ZES OF THE ROOMS, FOR INSTANCE, THE BARBER 
SHOP CALLED FOR FOUR CHAIRS, WHY SHOULD !T NOT HAVE BEEN MADE OF A SIZE SUFFICIENT 
TO ACCOMMODATE THEM. IN MANY CASES THIS ELEMENT WAS MADE THE SAME SIZE AS THE 
TAILOR SHOP AND SHOE REPAIR SHOP, APPARENTLY TO GIVE A SENSE OF BALANCE BUT WITH 
LITTLE REGARD FOR THE ACTUAL SPACE REQUIREO BY USE. 


THE PRIZE WAS AWARDED TO J, NICHOLS, UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, IT WAS 
EVIDENT THAT SHE ANALYZED THE PROBLEM AND ALL THE REQUIREMENTS GIVEN. THE PLAN 
SHOWS THAT A STUDY WAS MADE OF THE FUNCTIONS OF A POST EXCHANGE. RECOGNITION 
WAS MADE OF THE VIEW; THE COMPONENT. PARTS WOULD OPERATE SEPARATELY; THE ARRANGE~ 
MENTS FOR SERVING OF DRINKS KROM THE BAR AND THE FOOD FROM THE KITCHEN AVOID 
CONGESTION, THiS EXPRESSION OF EASE IN CIRCULATION 1S EVIDENT ELSEWHERE THROUGH- 
OUT THE PLAN. THE DESIGN SUGGESTS THE USE OF TEMPORARY MATERIALS AND EASE OF 


CONSTRUCTION, 


G,H.CABLE, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, AWARDED A MENTION: THE PLAN 1S WELL 
DEVELOPED AND SHOWS A STUDY OF THE COMPONENT PARTS IN GOOD RELATIONSHIP TO THEIR 
USE AND FUNCTION, THE CONSTRUCTION WITH THE ROUNDED FORMS AS INDICATED IN 
SECTION, WOULD REQUIRE SPECIAL HANDLING OF MATERIALS AND 1S THEREFORE, NOT 
EXPEDIENT. THIS 1S ALSO TRUE OF THE CANTILEVER PROJECTION OVER THE WATER, AND
